Tibbetts and Detectiv es Jo hn 
Caudell and To m Nazwo rth 
are held o n first deg ree mur­ 
der charg es in co nnectio n with 
the death o f H. Kier, a neg ro 
bellbo y , alleg edly a v ictim o f 
third-deg ree metho ds. 
Kier, it was said, was arrested 
for accosting a white woman in tne 
lobby of a hotel where he was em­ 
p loyed. 
Taken in an automobile 
on a lonely road, Kier was taken 
from the car and shot and killed, 
it was alleged. 
Detective Caudell, 
the Indictment charges, fired two 
shots, one of which killed 
Kier. 
The 
indictment 
alleged 
Chief 
Quigg consp ired with the other of­ 
ficers to keep the Negro’s death a 
sdcret, and also ordered that no en­ 
try of Kier's arrest be made on the 
p olice blotter. Later p olice rep orted 
that Kier’s body was found on the 
roadside. 
The fifth p oliceman, R. L. Wood,

detective, 
was

charged wdth 
killing Victory W. 
Parnell, a carp enter, In November, 
1926, without p rovocation, accord­ 
i ng to the Indictment. 
Wood maln- 
■ained he shot in self defense. 
In returning the indictments, the 
grand jury declared it had discov­ 
ered “an alliance between p olice 
and members of the underworld,” 
and recommended comp lete reor­ 
ganization of the p olice dep artment 
and Immediate removal of Its p re­ 
sent heads.

PARIS, March 24—The turbulent 
German rep arations question, which 
has troubled the p owers lor lt:e 
p ast nine years, may be reop ened 
nex t year, it was learned today. In­ 
ternational bankers will p lay an im­ 
p ortant p art in any 
conference 
which is held for the p urp ose ot 
removing the question from tha 
realms of p olitics. 
It had been 
hop ed that the Dawes p lan wouid 
achieve this end, but Germany ik 
comp laining that she will be un­ 
able to meet future p ayments un­ 
der the Dawes p lan and the issue 
continues to be a “football” of in­ 
ternational p olitics. 
There 
have been- no 
decisive 
step s taken so far toward reop en­ 
ing the question, nor will 
Euro­ 
p ean statesmen admit that an in­ 
ternational conference will be held, 
but the belief is growing stronger 
in numerous quarters that a con­ 
certed effort will be made In 19 29 
to “settle the German rep arations 
issues once and for all.” 
It is suggested In unofficial cir­ 
cles that a conference will be call­ 
ed, following ex tensive dip lomatic 
ex changes among the p owers, wltli 
the following tentative p rogram: 
1.—Fix

2.—Abolish the Dawes p lan for 
another p ut forward by internation­ 
al bankers, if this second p lan is 
ap p roved by Germany; 
3.—Issuance of a gigantic Ger­ 
man loan, covered by mortgage 
bonds which would be sold through­ 
out Europ e and America. 
Germany would thus have the re­ 
sp onsibility for meeting rep arations 
in the form of a loan, which would 
assuage German national p ride and 
do away with foreign sup ervision 
such as is now ex ercised through 
the Dawes p lan.

The warnings were in code and 
were signed “A Gunman.”

’arsenal” was found. 
The "cache'’ 
contained a number of automatic

dred young Irish Rep ublicans in 
I-iondon who are classified by the 
p olice as “gunmen" and who are 
said to hold secret meetings for 
the discussion of smuggling p lans.

SWOLLEN NECK GLANDS 


Some years ago, as I was visit­ 
ing my .sister, my niece and her 
little chum came into the room. 
“ A unt Lou, what is this swell­ 
ing under Irene’s chin?” dem and­ 
ed Alice, bringing her chum over. 
“ Irene m ust have her m other 
take her to the family physician 
to see what is the trouble,” I 
told her.

Now Irene wa? apparently in 
good health, but she had a swell­ 
ing the size of a walnut under the 
right side of her neck.

I examined her mouth 
and teeth and found a tooth with 
a good sized cavity right over the 
gland. 
On my recommendation 
she was taken to a dentist and had 
the cavity cleaned our and filled, 
and the .swelling rapidly subsided. 
Irene’s swollen gland was the 
sublingual gland, which with the 
parotid 
and 
the 
submaxillar; 
glands secrete the saliva. 
They 
may become swollen from any in­ 
fection anywhere in the mouth. 
Most often, swollen glands of the 
neck are the lymph glands. One 
of the functions 
of the 
lymph 
glands is to aet as a first line of 
defense in holding up invading di­ 
sease bacteria. 
So whore there are 
infections anywhere, the neighbor­ 
ing lymph^ glands may become en­ 
larged. 
Each locality has its own 
Bet of glands and normally they 
cannot be seen. 
Lymph glands 
are much more active in children

cervical 
lymph 
glands. 
The 
swelling 
of these 
glands as the result of tonsilitis, 
colds, etc., usually appears very 
suddenly, and fortunately they also 
disappear as soon as the infec­ 
tion is over. 
Dr. H. L. Shaw, 
consulting children’s specialist of 
the State D epartm ent of Health, 
New York, and m any others, ad­ 
vise the use of an ice bag over 
the suddenly inflamed glands u n ­ 
til they become smaller (in con­ 
nection, of course, with the m ea­ 
sures to combat the original in­ 
fection). 
The use of hot poultices 
or hot packs helps to soften and 
break down the gland, and this 
is to be avoided, if possible. 
However, if the swelling 
be­ 
comes red and soft, showing th a t 
pus has gathered, it 
should 
be 
opened by a surgeon and not al­ 
lowed to break open by itself. A 
surgical cut can be made in such 
a way that practically no scar 
will be left, while N ature's rup­ 
tu re is pretty sure to leave an 
unsightly scar. 
“N ature is a good 
physician 
but a bad 
surgeon.” 
(Lindsay). 
Tubercular infected glands do 
not enlarge so suddenly as those 
from other infections, and there 
is m ost always some general ane­ 
mia and undenourished condition 
accompanying them. 
Tuberculous glands in the neck 
and elsewhere usually come from 
drinking milk from cows th a t have 
tuberculosis. 
While pasteurizing 
and boiling milk will kill the germs, 
tuberculosis cows should not be in 
use, and when w hat is known as 
the Accredited ^lerd Plan is uni­ 
versal, 
tuberculosis 
from 
this 
source will be eradicated.

states now have this Accredited 
H erd Plan. 
(The Federal and 
State authorities co-operate with

WOOL GROWERS' CHANCE 
With the wool-growing countries 
of the Antipodes loaded to capacity 
with sheep, and still failing to meet 
the world dem and for wool, Amer­ 
ican wool growers have a splendid 
opportunity to place their industry 
on the best financial basis in its 
history, according to J. F- Walker, 
a consulting specialist of the divi­ 
sion of co-operative m arketing for 
the United Staten D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. 
W alker, who is an Ohio man, lias 
just returned from a trip around 
the world, devoted to the study of 
w ool product ion In other count ries, 
especially Australia, New Zealand, 
and South Africa. He reports that 
wool production in each c*f those 
countries has reached the satu ra­ 


tion point, and can n o t be further 
expanded because of limiting cli­ 
matic and geographic factors. Aus­ 
tralia and South Africa, W alker re­ 
ports, are between them carrying 
fifteen million head of sheep more 
than their safe limit. 
“This

production," 
he 
points 
out, 
“has 
apparently 
not 
kept 
pace with consumptive de­ 
mand. Wool stocks today are ex­ 
tremely low, with no apparent sur­ 
plus anyw here in the world.” 
W alker recom m ends that Ameri­ 
can wool growers breed sheep pro­ 
ducing the type of wool which mills 
dem and; prepare the wool properly 
for m arket; and m arket it with the 
same efficiency which is shown in 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa.
